ible deterioration, and in the second, 
and still more important, that each such 
print is practically an original. Nay, 
more than this. As M. H. P. Dillon re¬ 
minds me in a panegyric on his favorite 
art, tho greatest merit of this method of 
preserving and indefinitely multiplying 
a drawing lies in tlie escape of tho artist 
from tlie traduttore traditore—from mis¬ 
representations by engraver or by cam¬ 
era. Indeed, when tho artist huH made 
his design upon the stone itself, each 
impression from it is as much the 
original as oach and every photo¬ 
graphic print taken from a negative is 
an original and not a copy of any other 
thing. Even when tho artist has drawn 
upon transfer paper instead of on tho 
stone (proceeding for convenience sake, 
which, in the opinion of some puristB, 
is held in a measure to invalidate the 
name of lithography us applied to it, 
though not thereby reflecting in any de¬ 
gree on the beauty of the work itself), 
tho impressions taken are still originals, 
inasmuch as the actual work, thc artist’s 
own lines aud dots, have in duo oourse 
been transferred bodily by mechanical 
pressure to the surface of tlie stone, and 
this, after it has been inked and printed 
from, renders each proof then taken of 
equal excellence. And the point of it all. 
is this, that until the stone is inked and 
a print taken the artist’s work is not 
complete; so that every print does really ; 
become a genuine original. — M. K

RAPID SCENE SHIFTING. 

Tk# Latest Mechanical Effects in a 
European Thcuter. 

It fas a remarkable fact that when an 
audience has become interested in the 
plot and progress of a play the inter¬ 
ruptions necessary for the cliauge of 
scenery seem to be much longer than 
they really are. A wait of five miuuToe 
Is amply sufficient to send the impa¬ 
tient male American out “to see a man” 
and set thc ladies' fans in active mo¬ 
tion. In France thc scenes are chang¬ 
ed almost instantly. 

The French system is distinguished 
by the use of masts upon carriages run¬ 
ning In grooves or slots in the stage, the 
scenery being adjusted to the movable 
mast so as to be rolled on to its exact 
position. One scene is attached to its 
masts while another is being played. 
At the close of tile scone the udeau do 
nonages, or cloud curtain, ;s used. This 
consists of two curtains painted as 
clouds, one descending, lie other as¬ 
cending from a slot in the stage, after 
the ancient Homan method.

A Tempest in a Bottle. 

Some of our young experimenters 
may be interested in a simple device 
for making a reul rainstorm in a bot¬ 
tle. The only apparatus necessary is 
: a tall bottle, like the oue shown In the 
| cut, nnd an ordinary coffee saucer. 
The bottle Is half filled with alcohol of 
01! degrees strength, and heated lu a 
bath of water until the alcohol, the 
bottle and the saucer are of an almost 
equal temperature. Then the appa¬ 
ratus is removed from the water, wiped 
quickly with a soft cloth, nnd tho ex¬ 
perimenter is ready to watch some 
wonderful transformations iuslde of 
the botiie. 

The vapor of the alcohol soon rises 
and fills the bottle, but the saucer cools

rapidly, and the vapor being warmer is 
quickly condensed. Real clouds ap¬ 
pear in the upper part of the bottle, aud 
presently, as the cooling process goes 
on, tiny rain drops form aud fall Just 
as in a regular shower. 

The whole process of the distribution 
of moisture on the earth’s surface is 
illustrated in the bottle. The ulcohol is 
the ocean or the lake, the air above It 
Is the clear sky, and the warm bath of 
water In the sun. The saucer plays 
the part of the cold currents in the 
upper air and condenses the vapor 
which the sun draws Up from the 
ocean. 

A still more striking result can be 
obtained by using a cold saucer iu 
place of the warm one. Iu that case 
the difference of temperature will be 
increased and there Is a regular old- 
fashioned hurricane. 

This very simple experiment was in¬ 
vented recently by Prof. Errera, of 
Brussels, aud almost auy of our boys 
and girls could interest a whole class 
or a school exhibition with it. Try it. 
—Chicago Record.

A Medicine Craze. 

A man In Vienna bus developed a ma¬ 
nia for medicine, of which he swallows 
large doses daily, although suffering 
from uo illness. This is a form of lu¬ 
nacy not altogether unknown. 

To Hecklngton, lu England, belongs 
the honor of being the birthplace of the 
largest consumer of medicine the world 
has ever known. This was Mr. Samuel 
Jessup, a rich grazier, who died In 1817. 
He was In many ways eccentric, but In 
none so much as In pill-taking, or what 
a chronicler of the period describes as 
“a most Inordinate craving for phy- 
slek.” 

The following figures may be regard¬ 
ed as Incredible, but there seems to bo 
uo reason to doubt their accuracy. In 
the twenty-one years, from 1705 to 
181(1, Mr. Jessup consumed 22(1,0114 pills, 
which Is at the rate of 10,80(1 a year, or 
20 a day. 

Many more of these were taken lu tho 
later than in the earlier years. From 
1811 to 1810, a period of five years, tlia 
rate of consumption averaged seventy- 
eight a day, while in one single year, 
1814, Mr. Jessup swallowed ns many as 
51,500 pills. 

These astounding figures came out In 
the course of an action tried ut the Lin¬ 
coln Assizes, in 1817, when an apothe¬ 
cary of Bottesford, who had supplied 
the whole of the medicine, sued Mr. 
Jessup for the amount of his bill. Ia 
spite of taking all these pills, with the 
addition of 40,000 bottles of mixtures 
and Juleps aud electuaries, Mr. Jessup, 
who was unmarried, lived to the age of 
(55. The apothecary's bill, for the 
amount of which he was sued, covered 
no less than fifty-five long aud closely 
written columns.
